You are about to build a muzzleloader which will be fully shoorable. 
For chis reason. i¢ must be handled responsibly and with the same pre- 
cautions and respect due any frearm. Before loading or shooting your 
gun, refer to the enclosed booklet Limited Lifetfme Warranty and 
Shooting Instructions. Read it completely and carefully and be will- 
ing to follow all the instructions and safery precautions ar all times. 
IMPORTANT: If this companion booklet is not with this [dt, con- 
tact Traditions for a free copy. 

Before wocking on your TRADITIONS pistol kiz, carefully inspecc 
the component parts and the terris of the Limited Lifetime Warranty 
in the accompanying booklet. Be aware that the warranty covers only 
parts of this kic that have noc been aitered beyond reason. 

The following instructions will enable a moderacely handy person to 
build 2 safe. serviceable and shootable muzzleloader. Your arrention to 
derail and patience will bé rewarded with a truly fine replica muzzle- 
loading firearm, 


Read these instructions thoroughly before 
beginning assemily. 


Pre-Assembiy Instructions 


There are three stages ta the building of vour muzzleloading pistol. 
Performing each will help insure that vou build the besc kit vou posst- 
bly can. 
A. Before attempting any cutting, drilling, stzining, bluing or che 
like, tale all che major components (lock, stock, barrel. trigger, 
trigger guard, etc.) and roughly fe chem together to gera feeling of 
where they go and how they relate co each other, 
B. Separate and idencify the parts and start the actual assembly of 
the gun as noted in the following instructions. 
Note: Only after all the various parrs are fully-inleteed, aligned and 
finally assembled and no additional altcracions or sanding to the 
wood or metal is anticipated, should you accempt to do any stain- 
ing, finishing or bluing of the wood and meral, 


1 - Assembly Instructions, General 


A. All metal parts should fic snugly into their respective cut-out in the 
stock. Remove a.minimum of wood, onir if necessary, with a sharp 
chisel: carving rool, or craft knife, Remove sparingly so as not to 
temove too much at one time. 

B. To facilicate assembly and to avoid cracking the stock. small piloc 
holes should be drilled before inserting wood screws into the stock. 
C. Turn all meeal screws into and out of their respective threaded 
holes several times to burnish the threads and improve fir. 


TL - Lock Installation : 


A, Insert lock inco ics cut-out in the stack. 

B. Install: lock plate screws and washers from left side of gun. 
through the stock and into their corresponding holes in the lock 
plare. If holes are noc perfectly aligned, enlarge one or borh stock 
holes with a round file or drill co improve alignment. Do noc alrer 
the threaded holes in the lock plate. Tighten screws into holes in locle 
plate. Screws should be flush with the loele plate. Pile off any excess. 


Note: For Trapper and Kentucky pistols che ramrod retaining spring 
must be installed at this time: Place front lock screw and washer 


through the left side of the seock chen through the hole in the’ram- 
rod retaining spring. Positian the spring :o its belly is curving 
downward and the Alat end is cowards the back of che pistol. 

Nore: For a tighter hold on the ramrod, bend spring slightly to 
increase the curve, For a looser hold. flacten spring slightly co 


deevease the curve. 


Ill - Barrel Assembly 


A. Trapper only. 
1, Assemble ramrod thimble to the center hole in che barrel tb 
with one thimblerbarrel rib screw. 

2. Install rib to che underside of the barrel using remaining ovo 
thimblesbarret rib screws. 

4, Join barrel tang and barrel, fling barrel hook surfaces as needed 
for a Gush, snug, snap fit. : 

B. Install dovetailed barrel renon (Trapper) and sights into their 

respective cutouts in barrel. , 

CG. The barrel renon (Trapper) and davemiled sights should fic 

snugly, Tf necessar. enlarge doverail cut-outs in barrel wich a trian- 

gular file or reduce them slightly by first installing the pare chen 
indenting the doverail surface edges «vith a hammer and punch. 

D. Trapper and Kentucky only, screw aipple and clean-out sete 

into barrel bolster (drum). Pioneer only, screy nipple into snail.

. Fic barrel (and tang assembly) into scock. The barrel 

(drum) or snail should he cencered in its crescent cut-oucin the f 

plate.

TV - Trigger and Tang Screw Installation 


A. Check thar the tang screw fits smoothly inte ite corresponding 
threaded hole in the trigger plare, curming it in and cut several 
times co burnish the threads, 

B. Place trigger assembly into its scock inlet, sparingly removing 
wood as necessary so rhat no moving part touches wood. For 
Trapper double set trigger assembly, also insure chac the wire spring 
in front of the trigger assembly does nor couch any wood. 

C. Insere the tang screw into the hole in che tang, through the scock 
and serew it into che crigger assembly. Do nor tighten tang screw at 
this time. Noce: In the event that rhe rang screw needs 
enlarge hole in the stock with a round file or drill. 

Insert and tighten the one trigger assembly wood 
screw,
